Plantations in America; And namely, all Governozs , Lieutenants oz Deputy-Governozs , Councellozs, 
Judges, Juſtices, P2ovoſt-Marthals, Sheriffs, Jullices of the Peace, and all others in place of Govern- 
ment, either Meaner oz Duperioz, as afozeſaid ; And all other Officers and Miniſters, whoſe Intereſts 
and Eſtates in their Offices are determined, ſhall be, and.ſhall Hold themſelves continuedin the ſaid Places 
and Offices, under the ſame Condition as fozmerly they held and enjoyed the ſame, until His Majeſties Plea- 
ſure be further known, oꝛ that other Pzoviſion be made purſuant to His late Majeſties Commiſſion and In⸗ 
ſtructions to his Goveznozs and Officers of the Jllands, Colonies and Plantations afozeſaid.
